Different There 

The Lloyd George Government 
found itself in a minority in the 
House of Commons a short time 
ago when it brought in a bill to 
pay land-owners a royalty on the 
amount of petroleum taken from 
wells located on their property. 
When the British Parliament goes 
that far to assert the right of the 
public to utilize national resources 
in disregard of ‘the traditional 
rights of the land-owners it is 
strikingly significant how far the 
war is transforming previous ideas 
as to the rights of the individual 
avainst the state. Conscription in 
England is not restricted to men. 
As to ‘‘German Money”’ 

Some newspaper apologists for 
the collusion government think 
they are helping to win the war 
hy suggesting that erities of the 
Government may be in the pay of 
Germany. Count von Bernstorff’s 
record in the United States shows 
that German money went there to 
men who were willing to turn 
their coats for a price and to 
fight democracy in the interests 
of Prussianism. If any parties in 
Canada have got a price for their 
political services from the German 
treasury it is the gentlemen who 
have so recently turned their coats 
and become the servants of au- 
tocracy and incompetence for the 
suppression of the rights, inter- 
ests and opinions of the people. 
Wasting the Potato Crop 

From the district of Stony 
Plain, west of Edmonton, and the 
distriet of Clover Bar, east of the 
city, come reports that thou- 
sands of bushels of potatoes have 
heen left in the ground to freeze. 
The same has no doubt occurred 
in other districts to a greater or 
lesser extent, for the conditions in 
these localities are conditions 
whieh prevail generally. For this 
wastage of food the farmers are 
not responsible. Farm labor has 
been very searee, and wages cor- 
respondingly high. At digging 
time the price of potatoes dropped 
to forty cents per bushel or less, 
and the farmer was faced with the 
alternative of leaving the potatoes 
in the ground or of paying men 
#5 per day to dig them, men 
who could be employed, if they 
were obtainable at all, in taking 
care of the grain crop and in pre- 
paring land for next season’s op- 
erations, The digging season over, 
the price of potatoes promptly 
doubled, thus showing that the 
depression was purely temporary 
and based largely on an over-es- 
timate of fhe crop. Had there 
been a minimum fixed price for 
potatoes at that time in Canada, 
as there is in Great Britain and 
in the United States, this tempo- 
rary slump would have been pre- 


vented, and the farmers induced 
to save the crop. In a time of 
world war, and of threatened 


world famine, it is a national crime 
that one of the prime articles of 
food should be wasted in this 
wholesale fashion for lack of the 
stabilizing influence of a guaran- 
teed return for the cost of harvest
